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INTRODUCTION. 



Three persons bearing the name of Lapham early settled in New 
England, two of them in Massachusetts and the other in Rhode 
Island. The first was Thomas, who came to Scituate previous to 
1636, and some of whose descendants are recorded in this Regis- 
ter. The second was John, who was a weavdlr and came from 
Devonshire in England. He was bom in 1635, and settled in 
Providence, R. I., where in 16T3 he married Mary, daughter of 
William. Mann of Providence. His house was burned by- the 
Indians and he afterwards moved to Dartmouth, Mass., where he 
resided until his decease. He had four sons and one daughter. 
His descendants are found in Rhode Island, in western New York,* 
and in several of the western States. Increase Allen Lapham, 
LL. D. of Milwaukie, is of this descent. 

The third was John Lapham, who married a Hollis, in Maiden, 
in 16T1, and we find no trace of him afterwards. There is a tradi- 
tion among the older members of both families, that two brothers 
came from England at different times and settled in different parts 
of the United States. This would indicate that Thomas of Scit- 
uate and John of Providence were brothers, but like most of the 
traditions respecting lineage, the facts which bear upon the case 
do not substantiate it. On the contrary, all the evidence goes to 
show that they belonged to two distinct families. 

This little pamphlet is not offered as a complete Register of the 
descendants of Thomas Lapham of Scituate. The author has 
devoted some time during the past two years to gathering up such 
material as was easily available, and one object in presenting it in 
this unfinished condition, is to preserve it. At some future day 
these materials may be of use to some one who may publish a 
more complete genealogy of this family, including the female line, 
which has been almost entirely ignored in these brief records. It 
is believed, however, that these records will enable every Ameri- 
can who bears this name and belongs to this lineage, to trace his 
descent from his emigrant ancestors.

EXPLANATIONS. 



The Roman numerals preceding a name refer to the number in 
the family ; the figures to the place in the genealogical line. Half 
numbers are used where additional names were received after the 
numberings were completed, to obviate the necessity of numbering 
over. Numerals after a name refer the reader back to the place 
of such person in the regular order of numbering ; b. is the 
abbreviation used for born, m. for married, d. for died and bap. 
for baptized. 
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FIRST GENERATION. 

i. Thomas Lapham was at Scituate, Mass, in 
1 635. He probably came from the County of Kent 
in Old England, though our information on this 
point is not definite and reliable. Neither have 
we been able to ascertain the precise time when 
he left England for America, but we have reason 
to believe it was in the year 1634. From his in- 
timate relations with Rev. John Lothrop, pastor of 
the first church in Scituate, a^nd Elder Nathaniel 
Tilden, the first ruling Elder, we are led to believe 
that he was one of those men of Kent who left 
England in order to seek a place where they could 
enjoy more perfect religious freedom. He joined 
Lothrop's church March 24, 1636, and was married 
March 13, 1637, to Mary, eldest daughter of Elder 
Nathaniel Tilden.* His place of residence was 

♦Eld^r J^athaniel Tilden was of Tenterden, in Kent, Eng., and 
came to this country with his family in 1634, in the Hercules of 
Sandwich. He had previously visited Plymouth Colony, having 
been in Scituate previous to 1628. He brought with him seven 
children, all born in England, and several servants. His wife was 
Lydia, daughter of Thomas Bourne, formerly of Kent, but an early 
resident of Marshfield. Mr. Tilden was ruling Elder of Lothrop's 
church and one of the wealthiest of the early settlers. He died 
in 1641| and his widow married Mr. Timothy Hatherly in 1642. 
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near Scituate harbor. He died in 1648, leaving 
four daughters and two sons. His will which was 
dated two years before, is found recorded among 
the early Plymouth Colony Records. His wife 
Mary, was made Executrix, and the four oldest 
children are mentioned. This will was allowed to 
be proved at a Court holden at New Plymouth 
June 5, 1651. The following is the order of the 
Court, thereon: 

''Liberty is allowed to Mr. Hatherly to prove 
the Will of Thomas Lapham, deceased at Scituate, 
in the regard the widow Lapham through weak- 
ness is unable to come into Court." 

The name of Thomas Lapham rarely appears in 
the town records of Scituate, but is more frequently 
found in the ecclesiastical history of the town. No 
records which we have been able to find indicate 
his age at death, and they are equally silent re- 
specting the date of the death of his widow.

Abijah^^ was born in Scituate but when two 
years of age his father moved with his family to 
Pembroke. Abijah was married Nov. 14, 1790, 
to Sarah Hartwell of Pembroke, by Rev. Gad 
Hitchcock. Three years later, accompanied by 
his aged father and mother, he emigrated to the 
District of Maine. They sailed from Scituate 
Harbor in a small coasting vessel, and landed at 
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Yarmouth. From this place they made their way 
through the wilderness to Buckfield. He took up 
land in that part of the town afterwards known as 
the Turner neighborhood. Here his first wife 
died, and he married Abigail, daughter of John 
Buck. He subsequently moved to a farm south 
of Buckfield village where he lived several years. 
About the year 1820 he moved to Bethel where 
he died March 1, 1847. He was an exemplary 
man and much respected. He was Deacon of the 
Calvanist Baptist Church for many years.

Family, but the following are those of the descendants of Abijah 
Lapham*^ who had a part in that sanguinary conflict : 

William B.,'*' was acting assistant surgeon in the hospitals at 
Augusta, during the fall and winter of 1861 ; enlisted in the ranks 
in the summer of 1862 ; was promoted to second and first lieuten- 
ant in the 23d Maine Infantry; helped recruit and served as first 
lieutenant in the 7th Maine Battery, and after the surrender of 
the rebel armies and the close of the war, was appointed A. Q. M. 
and ordered on duty in Vermont — mustered out Oct. 30, 1865. 
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James M.,"^ served 3 years in the 36th Massachusetts Infantry ; 
was with the 9th Army Corps at Jackson an'd Knoxville. Isaac 
F.,*** served in the 10th Maine Infantry and 7th Maine Battery. 
John E.,**^ was in the 32nd Maine Infantry and was severely 
wounded at the battle of Peeble's Farm, front of Petersburg. 
Richard M.,'^® served three years in the 6th Maine and was 
wounded and taken prisoner at the battle at Spotsylvania Court 
House. After the capture of Richmond, Va., an entry was found 
in the hospital records as follows : " R. M. Lapham, I, 6th Maine, 
wound in shoulder.'' This is all that is known of him by his 
friends since his capture. Abijah'^^ was in the 32nd Maine, and 
on the day of his arrival at the front, which was then at the North 
Anna river, Va., he was accidentally shot by a comrade and 
lived only a few hours. Amos E.,'^^* was a wagoner in the 6th 
Maine, and died in consequence of an injury by a heavy box of 
freight which fell upon him from a wagon. Charles'^' served in 
both the 10th Maine Infantry and Vth Maine Battery. Joseph 
C.,**' served also in these two organizations. Number of soldiers 
from the three families, 9 ; aggregate of service, 23 years. 
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
